We have Advice from Galicia, that 
fix Spanifh Ships of War from the Havanna were arrived 
at the Groine with a very great Treafure on board, the 
Particulars of which were ditferently reported, but fa'd 
to be the greateft Part for the King’s Accouut :* That 
with them arrived ¢ large French Men of War, which 
met them at Sea in their Paflage from Cadiz, from whence 
they had fail’d with Orders to join the four Spanith Ships 
at Ferrol, and to proceed with them to join the Brett, 
Squadron, and that it was expected they would fail thi- 
ther ina few Days, the neceffary Orders having. been 
given for all the abfent Officers and Scamen to repair 
immediately ov board their refpective Ships, but that, by. 
all Appearance, none of the Militia would be embarked, 
nor avy Part of the Regiment of regular Troops that 
were atthe Groine. That Difpofitions were making for 
the immediate Landing of the Treafare, and for puaing 
it in Security by tranfporting it to Lugo, and that after- 
wards the Ships would go round to Ferrol to repair.

Aa Extrad of a Letter from a foreign Minifter at Paris, 

to another at the Hague, dated Jan. 25. 

The Miniftry of the Court of Verfailles was thrown 
into a violent Agitation upon their hearing of the Peace 
being concluded between his Prufiian Majcfty and the 
Courts of Vienna and Drefden. But this Hurry was in 
a great Meafure abated, by the Declaration which M. 
Chewbeler, Minifter from Pruflia, immediately made on 
the Part of the King his Mafter, and an abfolute Calm 
fucceeded the Receipt of fome Difpatches from M. Va- 
lori, the French Miuifter at Berlin. The lait intimated 
to M, d’Argenfon, Sccretary of State, that his Praffian 
Mayefty had caufed one of his Minifters to tell him, that 
the Peace which he had juft concluded ought not to give 
his moft Chriftian Majetty the leat Uneafinefs, feeing 
he had not thereby engaged to do any Thing which might 
be any Way prejudicial to the Intere(t of France, or tra- 
verfe her Defigns: But that in regard to the Rebellion in 
Scotland, his Pruffian Majetty thew’d a good deal of 
DiffatisfaGion ; that it was known at Vertailles, that if 
Things were carried to any Length in this RefpeG, and 
that the Court of France thould think fit to fend Troops 
to foment and increafe the Rebellion in favour of the 
Pretender, he could not he}p fending a powerful Succour 
into England, and even to caufe Troops to march upon 
the Continent, in order to defeat an Enterprize of that 
Nature. As M. Chambrier had not made any fuch De- 
claration at the Court of France, it had concluded itt lf 
perfe@ly fecure.in this Refpe&; and the Secretary of 
State, and fome other Minifters, imagining that there 
mutt be fome Miftake in this Part uf the Marquis de Va- 
lori’s Difpa ches, determined to found the Pruffian Mi- 
n‘fter there’upon. In fhort, M. d’Argenfon, the other 
Day, fent for M. Chumbrier to his Houfe, who eame 
accordingly, and after fome Difcourfe had paffed, was 
asked what he thought would be the Confequences of 
the Peace of Drefden; and was at the fame Time told, 
that if any Judgment could be formed by the Difpatches 
of the Marquis de Valori, there was great Reafon to be- 
lieve that his Pruffian Majefty would undertake nothing 
which might obftruét the Means which his moft Chrifti- 
an Majefty propofed to put in Practice, inorder to bring 








Peace about in Europe. To which M. Chambrier ans 
fwered, * That the King his Matter having juft given a 
* flagrant Proof of his Inclination for Peace, he wag welt 
* aflured that his Prutlian Majelty would not only co- 
ae by his good Offices to bring all the Powers in 
' ar into the ieace of Drefocn, but he would even 
employ his Mediation to accomplith fo falutary a 
* Work: He conld not however help look’ng with high 
* Difpleafure upon the Rebellion in England, and the 
* Protection which his molt Chrittian Majefty ‘openly 
* gave to the Sous of the Pretender.” Whercto M. d’Ar- 
genton replicd, ° That as the Britith Court had always 
* with Haughtincfs rejeéted the Propofitions of Accom- 
* modation which had been made to it, and had even fe- 
* veral Times prevented the Court of Vienna from pur- 
* fuing the Inclination it was in of concluding its Peace, 
* his moft Chriftian Majefty believed there was no other 
* Means of procuring a yeueral Peace to Europe, than 
* by attacking bis Britannick Majefty in his own King- 
* dom: That there was therefore no Body but evil-mind- 
* ed People, who were capable of giving a bad Senfe to 
* this Enterprize,and to the Views of Pacification which 
* his Majetty thereby propofes.” M. Chambrier then 
faid, ‘ That all he knew of the Matter was, that if 
* France fent any more Troops into Britain, his Pruffian 
* Majclty would, he was well affured, in fuch Manner 
* refent it, as might rekindle, rather than extinguifh the 
* War.’ pik.

The Plan of military Preparations for the enfuing Cam- 
paign in the Netherlands, which the Prince of Waldeck 
has drawn up fince his Return hither, is according to 
what the Connoiflieurs fay, the beft in its Kind that has 
appeared for a long Time paft. By this Plan the Prince 
of Waldeck, after having fufficiently fupplied the Cities 
and Frontier Towns with Troops and Artillery, thews 
the indifpenfible Neceffity of taking the Field very early 
with an Army of at lea{t 80,c00 Men, in order either to 
penetrate at once into the Territories of France, without: 
{taying to undertake Sicges, or to oblige the Enemy to 
come to a decitive Battle. His Serene Highnefs makes 
it appear, that with an Army of this Strength, he will re- 
duce the French to fuch a Condition, as that they fhall be 
both unable to undertake any thing on the other Side of 
the Rhine, and even to oppofe the Enterprizes which the 
Imperial Army will probably attempt in Alface and 
Lorrain. After much debating and great Pains taken by 
the States General, the Plan was at length approved of : 
But before that could be cffected, the Prince found hime 
felf under a Neceflity of faying, thatas the Glory and In- 
tereft of the Republick depended once for all on the 
Succefs of this Campaign, and that his Honour in parti- 
cular would not permit him to command a Handful of 
People, who could do nothing but entrench themfelves 
all the Campaign, which was toomuch the Cafe the latt, 
he intreated that their High Mightinefles would imme- 
diately be pleafed, in Concert with Great Britain, totake 
the moft ipeedy Meafures for opening the Campaign 
with 80,000, to the End thathe might be able to execute 
his Plan in all its Parts.
